Crabbo seems to bare received some infor- 
mation concerning these robberies or to‘ bave 
beon deputed to enquire info them specially, 
ut any rate he went up ona night towards 
Chandpur stating that’ ho- would bring the 
eriminals back with him, or ut least fiod 
out who they were, : 

What bappered during tho night, or niore 
probably the early hours of the morning can 
only be eur mised. 7 

To the same (rain were travelling » Bengali 
postal superintendent, and a European jute factor. 
Both these persons have teen robbed. I he robbers 
then turned their attention to the compartment 
where Mr. Crabbe was travelling alone.: They 
secured hig despatch box, which was dung out 
on the line. This they did evidently beforo.he 
awoke. ‘Then followed » terriblo struggle, as 
shown by tho state in which. the compartment 
wes whin examined by tho stationmasier at 
Chandpor, Mr. Crabbe evidently fought fiercely,

As the train entered the points at Bhabatali 
the pointsmau sow o European fall from it. He 
gays that this is all he saw. ‘he'door opened 
‘and the body pitched forward on tothe pmbank- 
ment, rolling down a little. He at onco rushed 
aod informed the Babu stationmaster, who went 
to the spot, Where the supposed accident bad 

‘happened. Hoe recognised Inspector Crabbe, 
and though he made.no examinalion bo saw 
from the way in which the dead man’ bonds, 
had been Incarated, and other wounds on the 
face and front of tho body, that a orime had 
been committad. A hurried look at the com: 

Putting 
the corpse into the train again he wired to the 
stationmaster at Chandpur, and the mail went 
on its way.

PEKING TO PARIS. 


MULE MOTOR RACH, 


Following was sent tothe Daily T legruph :— 

Our Itala car reached Kalgan this morning 
[Juno 15%} at eleven o'clock, and the others are 
following. According to vews brought by 
Mongolian maleteors, they passed the night’ at 
Kiminj, 320 liin our rear, We fully anticipate 
that they will reach Kalgan to-morrow. 

‘Wo wore in advance of the time foreseen, as 
wo were able to use our motor for about twelve 
milew between Hunilui and Shimpamwao. Aftor 
that we sgain need the engine for another 
twenty miley before entering Kalgap, 

‘The journey was one of extraordinary intorest. 
On June 12, at balf-past four in the morning, 
we left Cha-tan-chung, drawn by males and 
coolies. Wo soon reached the spurs of the Yenjan 
mountain, lenving b-hiod the summit of Nankou 
outlined by the infinite ribbon of the Great 
Wall. A real road does not exist. ‘There era 
merely paths created’ by the naual traffic, and 
along these we dagged tha automobils just as 
big guns are} auled into position, each maove- 
ment being regulated by a signal from our horn, 

It was bard work proparing o space for thy 
tyres and removing boulders: The coolies 
rormed to be-animated by our will, ond they 
worked with olacrity, uniting their efforts in 
time with characteristic songs improvised for 
the occusion, “ Push, push,” they sang, ‘and 
thon the fireearriage will run by itself” 

Their Coiees resound through the deserted 
valleys, Now and again some palanqnin drawn 
by mules ora caravan of cumels crosses {he 
horizon, Eyerywhcro wo meet with a kindly 
reeoption Erom the population. | They bring us 
fresh water from the walls and ask us.reapect- 
fully) where we are going. When wo have 
parsed the village of Tumugo wa de ide to 
altemp! to ran the machine... We throw off tho 
ropes, fly our flag, and go off at much speed, 
traversing the pnth with comparative eiso. 

- We cross threngh tho deep mud aud 6n to 
tho crest of the mendos, Passing through the 
little villages, .wo feol the indescribable 
pleasure which comes from: having ‘done some- 
thing which seemed. impossible for the: arst 
thoy. This race io the sight of Chinese pagodas 
savms to ba a’dream, and woe are. compensnted 
for allour fatigues, . 

‘Our Oceidental pride reaches the apox of 
satisfaction, Krom all’ houses there’ issue. 
wotoon and children—a pictureeqno crowd in 
thoir strange babilimente, moro strange thon 
those of the Pekiuese, They form a vivacious 
throvg along the mud walls «f tho village. Bat 
there is uo sign of excessive wonder, ‘On the 
contrary, a tranquil and benevolent curiosity: 
Many of them shout out “ Sho volo” ("* hero 
is the railway"), Countrymen at work ofteo 
look aot us, but without interrupting their 
Occupation, ag if “they had seon automobiles 
all their lives, AH of them know tho railway 
by repute, as itis from hero that the Kalgan 
Consequontly they believe 


that (bey are witnessing the passige of the 
fivst troin. i 

On the evening of the 12th we reached Shim. 
pomwan without ipeident. The miohine was 
in the best condition, the only. inconvenienco 
being the case in whioh the motor heated owing 
to the continual effort to overcome hard places, 
But everywhere there was an abundanoo of fresh 
water to lake our thirst and that of the engine, 

We start vgain on the morning of the 13th, 
under aslarry xky, onca more drawo by. mules 
and coolies. “We shall ramemb:r this diy as the 
richest in fatigues and omotions, A bundred 
limes we rau tho risk of seeing tho aulomobi’e 
foll over a precipion or bo dragged down by 
rocks or got Truried in mud. ;

In tho neighbourhood of £hao-huni-haen the 
rain bud formed a veritable morass, and while 
crossing it the car became buried over the axles, 
It wat: also held. up by tho immense roots of 
trees; which prevented us from drawing, it any 
further. Wo had, therefore, to work with axes: 
to cut tha rvols away, and got it.free with  des- 
prato c{forte. But worse experiences awaited 
us in crating the valley of the Huan River. 
‘Tho road pagers over 8 mountain, and wo bad on 
cur loft side o prreipive and on the right a wall 
of reek 

“It was like gelting up 8 regular staircase cut 
in the rock, und every moment we ran the 
davuger of breaking the angine onthe great 
bouldery which Iny in our path, and which were 
practically nnavoidable, Sometimes the road 
almost disappeared between narrow wal's, giving 
the impression that tho automobile was abso- 
Jately cloced in and could nei'her advance nor 
reecde. Scmetimes our hearts nearly stood still 
with a feeliug of discouragement and foar that 
Yhe delicate machinery could oot slard the 
immeuss strains that were put upon if, and 
under which the wheels creaked and groaned, 
‘The hills were ‘precipitous, and ‘to overcome 
them we ultachedtteng cords to the front of the 
machine and tho coolies placing their weight 
behind, we proceeded ineh by. inch with 
brake on. 'I'he> heat of the rocks, warmed by 
the sup, was tremendous, ond this rendered our 
fatigues all the worse, especially when we had 
to work with pick and shovel jn order toemocth 
our passage. A good twelve miles were passed 
in this manner. until we entered the eand hills 
of tho plain of Shin-wa-fa, ‘Ihe mandarin of 
Shin wa-fa cent out two horse soldiera lo meet 
us, who bad the appearance of brigands, They 
looked us over, aod then went off at a gallop 
towards the town. Here, however, we perceived 
a curious cavaleade coming in.our direction, 
formed cf.old citiz-ns, fanctionaries, and soldiers, 
desirous of seeing the mystericus foreign 
machine in motion, The multitude surrounded 
us, and had to he dispersed by the soldiers with 
their sticks, Thug we made our 
triumphal entry iito the snbarb, where we 
passed the night, 

‘The crowd kept with us until late. asiing to 
be allawed to seothe machine run. We satiatied 
them by taking a turn vound the courtyard of 
the inn, in the mid-t of camels, piga, ane dogs,

until the police arrived, who dispersed the 
‘hreng and mounted guard around the auto- 
mobila, : 

* To-day cur journey was an easy ono. We trayer- 
sed about eighteen miles of deep sand, drawn as 
hofore by ceolies and mules, After getting 
through a mountain pass, we again started the 


motor, and were off at tweufy miles an hour. |. 


‘There was no other inoident except getting 
once more stuck in a morass, which delayed os 
for an hour. 

At length we reach Kulgan, with ita ancient 
triumphal arches and picturesque pagodas, It 
ie a noisy place, full of carts and cumols, and 
piles of merchandise coming from Mongolia. 

The suburbs havo olready the charactoristica 
of another country, and we fool that, if we are 
not near tha borders of the Chinese Empire, we 
are cortainly near that of the Chinose race. 

The town is dominated by thé Tun-tai-piog 
muntain, which we shall have to traverse by 


roads which, according to all accounts, are; 


worse thao these we bave already passed, So 
our difflenitiea sre not yot all over. 

This morning, on horseback, wo explored the 
road which wo shall have to travorse in ordor to 
reach the Mongolian high plain, We found it 
botter than hae been described. We crossed 
the narrow velley of the Sbi-sha-bo, aod then 
climbed the heights of ihe last mountain, to 
detcend between grassy slopes to the plain. 
We abell have s mountainous thirty-five kilo- 
miires to cross, bat we shall be able to do 
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3

forward the plain, nnleas. if is spoiled by the 
rain, will offer os an excellent track about 1,000 
kilomotres, uatil we reach Urga, which wo 
shall do casily in four days, To-day, we mot 
our first Mongolians, in their characteristic red 
woollun mantles, They saluted ns deferentially. 

Oni car, which wus admirably prapared for 
tho journey, has born its trisla in an excellent 
pmennor. A great crowd comes to see it ia 
tho courtyard of tho’ Russco-Chineseo Bank 
Lomas, mandarins, missionaries.

rieats, and Russian merchants all come, 
impelled by tha same curiosity. Tho people 
even climb on to the neighbouring, rcofs in 
order to look at aud discuss the strange engine. 

The French and Uutch ears arrived here at 
eight o'clock this marning, iu good condition.

Wo remember tho reiterated asger- 
tions of the Russian Forviga Minister in 
18 thot, the Czar Lad no intention whatever 
of extending his frontier towards: Afghanistan 
or Fereis: Within a fow soars, howerer, 
Russian troops hud crossed the Caapian and 
laid cliim to Turkestan,’

advantageous a aly with Russia may appear 
on paper, the chaihes of its being carried. owt 
are, aud always bhva baen, very doubtful.

GANG DISCOVERED IN JAVA.

In 
his possesion was found a passage ticket to 
Singapore, . 

When arrestod, tho German betrayed bis 
accomplices, ‘hoy turmad aut to be three more 
foreign soldiers, who also lind deserted from 
thoir reapootive regiments, © Purther investiza- 
tion left no doubt that those man formed part 
ofa gany whiok had commilted many robberies 
in Java recently. 

On ona of the mon, lottorsin French, English, 
German, [talian, and Spanish were found. 
They wore all addroasd from Chicago. 

The “Sourabaya Handolsblad” hears that Jast 
year spvoral membors of a gaug of thivyos left 
Gormany for Jaye, whero some of them joined 
the army, while others found employment. in 
civil life, Other members of the gang went to 
Amorica, © They all had to leave Gormany from 
fear of detection, ‘They kypt up a correspond. 
énea whiok showed that the arrealed membora 
had led n career of crime in Java. Tho names 
of tho whole gang-aro knowa as well ay (heir 
falso names. ' 

The police investigations have resulted in tho 
dizeovery of letters written by hitherto unknown 
members of the gang. Theso Ietters have 
thrown much Jight on the affsir, and may load 
to furthor discoverion and arrests.

CHINA TEA AGAIN. 


The man or woman who takes a daily oup of 
teain the tea-rooma of Lonilon hay probably 
noticed how muob more China tia is as.ed, for 
to-day, thon it was five to ten years ego. And to 
ascertain what likelihood therg is of our going 
back tooo almost exclusive uso of China tea, a 
Weslminater Gacel4e representative bas made in- 
quiries iu and about Mineing-lany. ‘Ihe general 
opinion of tea brokers is that (he consumption 
of China toa is decidedly on the inerouse, 
although the amount ent ring Britain is loss 
thin it was five to ten years ago, In 1906 7 
the woight of China tax imported was 
15,314803Ib,, while fo 1905-6 it was Li (40,0771b, 

‘Bat, said an expert, y u must retymber 
that we now import fie less China tea for 
the. Coulinontal markets thau. we used to 
do.. Where Continental couniries used to get 
nearly all their tea theoagh ua, thoy now get 
almost the whole of it direct, Owing to the 
British sailing ton-clippors of the past being 
by far the fastest of their kin’, we got) a sort 
of monopoly in that way, and it was kept up 
into the ateamship days ; but the pooples of the 
Continent aco now bringing their teas in thoir 
own steamers, s0 that what comos into tho 
country comes.almost entirely for home con. 
gumption. 

Without a doubt, I should soy that the 
awakening taste for China toa, which is 
certainty less harmful thin the. Tudian or 
even the Ceylon tons, is largoly duo to such 
places ag thy A. B.C. and Lyons's depots 
selling good China tea at choap rates, At 
the samy time, the other teas. have mado 
no perceptibly decrease iu consumption. 
Whetier or nol we ara going to sae a ganeral 
return to tha drinking cf China tos,is another’ 
matter, On. the one hand, somo of the ten- 
growers in Coylon are growing more and more 
rubbor-trees, to the oxclasion of tho toa-p'ant, 
because their ‘soil is a9 
which- pays them better than tea; so that 
the day may be coming doon when there will bs 
no Ceylon teas, 

On the other hand, it is our firm belief 
that the British consumer: has grown so much 
acenstomed to the stronger flavour of Indian 
teas, especially amongat the working -classes, 
that the more delicate China teas will nover 
oust them, Mind, there is. a lot of low-class 


‘China tea used in blending, It may be that 


we shall see the middlo and the upper closses 
turn to drinking Chine teas--when Ceylon 
has ceased to produce a markatable quantity 
that will sell alono—because of their finer tasto; 
while the workiag-class-s will have to depend 
entirely on Indian and Indian blends.

demand aso free sud perpotual gift, with 
the right of self-government, tho site of. 
the city of . Harbin, togethor with Jand 
which is now controlled by the railways’ for 
expansion, and are forming a scheme for 
self-government for the purpose of attracting 
foreignore, As all intorosts at Harbin are 
subjact to the Russian administration, the 
opening of Tarbin to international trade is 
looked on as a farce and the position of the 
foreign conguls is regarded as absurd. Ponding 
the deministration by China, Rossia and other 
powers, of the politics) ownership and status of 
the boundaries, of Harbin, claimed to’ be ov 
Russian soil the French and A moriesu consuls 
ignore Ruesian jurisdiction, while the Japanese 
are Semporizing with the railweys admicistra- 
tion. ;
